W OULD PREVENT

W ith the passage of an ordinance, 
read before the city council for the first 
time last evening, the operation of m o­ 
tor vehicles, carry ing 
passenger^ for 
hire, will be controlled 
by 
the city , 
through the licensing of the cars and 
of the drivers. 
The ordinance is' drafted w ith the 
idea of putting under city control all 
tax icabs, m otor busses 
and other 
ve­ 
hicles used 
to 
transport 
passengers 
within the city limits. 
Heretofore the 
city has had no control over the opera­ 
tion of such vehicles, and is one of a 
very few cities in the state having no 
regulations of this kind. 
The ordinance provides th a t no ve­ 
hicle shall be used for carry ing passen­ 
gers unless a licenses has been issued 
by the city . 
The license fee will be $2 
per annum , per passenger, seating ca­ 
pacity of the vehicle. 
Each person seeking a license to op­ 
erate such carry ing convey ance shall, 
in order to protect passengers from in­ 
jury and property from damage, depos­ 
it with the city an insurance policy or 
bond for an am ount equal to $200 per 
passenger seating capacity . 
The ordi­ 
nance provides th at such policy or bond 
shall at all times cover the operation of 
the vehicle. 
License fo r Driv ers 
Any person desiring to drive a motor 
vehicle for carry ing passengers for hire 
m ust have a license, to be secured from 
the city clerk. 
The applicant m ust fill 
out an application showing name, age, 
residence and past ex perience and em ­ 
ploy ment. 
The application m ust be ac­ 
companied by a certificate from no less

In the rear of the forward gondola is 
the wireless room 
which
